     MLSC uses online case management 

software which allows its offices to keep 

track of cases, and to communicate with 

one another. This software is also 

necessary for MLSC’s offices to comply 

with Congressional reporting requirements 

which mandate that the offices submit 

reports and data via email. Some of 

MLSC's offices do not yet have high-speed 

internet, however, which makes their use 

of this software difficult.  

     This funding will allow MLSC field 

offices to upgrade their internet 

technology, which will allow them to use 

their case management software. In turn, 

MLCS will better be able to serve its low-

income clients, as well as better comply 

with its reporting requirements.

     Last year, Congress passed the 

Consolidated Natural Resources Act – P.L. 

110-229 – extending Federal immigration 

law to the Northern Mariana Islands. For 

30 years prior to that, the Northern 

Marianas enforced its own immigration 

law.  

     This funding will allow MLSC to 

provide immigration assistance to persons 

affected by the upcoming transition in the 

NMI to Federal immigration law. This 

assistance will be provided to low-income 

applicants for permanent residency, as well 

as to applicants for U and T visas, and will 

ensure the unification of NMI families, as 

well as provide important assistance to 

victims of crime and of human trafficking.
